Project Scoping begins for Lake
Hills NEP.

Downtown/BelRed residents: Please join city
staff and your neighbors at a public open house on
Wednesday, June 5 at City Hall, 6:30-8:00 p.m. to
preview the 22 small capital projects that will be
included on your NEP ballot. The winning projects
will be eligible for funding from the $491k budget
allocation. A brief overview of the scoping and NEP
voting process’ will also be provided.

Lake Hills residents: The project submission phase for
the Lake Hills NEP closed on May 31. City staff are now
in the scoping phase for the over 160 project ideas
that were submitted for your neighborhood area and
will present projects eligible for funding from the $508k
budget allocation at a September open house.
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The Neighborhood Enhancement Program is a city-
funded program that allows residents to propose

and select modest, capital projects to enhance their
neighborhoods. The program rotates through the city's
14 NEP neighborhood areas over the course of seven
years, serving two areas each year. The $5 million
program allocation is distributed among each of the
NEP neighborhood areas, according to the number of
households in each area. In 2019, NEP has been in the
Downtown/BelRed and Lake Hills neighborhood areas.
NEP comes to Crossroads and Wilburton in 2020.

The Assumption Trap

Disputes often arise and escalate because of our

own mental leaps toward assumptions about other
people. We frequently infer motives and assign
judgment based on our own filters. Since our brains
operate by categorizing and synthesizing input from
our surroundings and then generalize from this
information, we frequently draw untested conclusions.

The logical sequence:
+  “My beliefs are the truth”
*  “The truth is obvious”
+  “My beliefs are based on real data”
*  “The data | selected are the real data”

In the Bellevue Conflict Resolution Center, mediators
and conciliators help people to explore their
assumptions and to describe what actually occurred,
what they perceived and what they inferred as a result.
We call it “Reality check!”

Our goal is to assist residents in dispute, so they can
understand each other’'s assumptions and explore
other possible interpretations of events and behaviors.
TIPS on exploring assumptions:

+ Be aware that assumptions could be made

+ Test your thinking with the other person by
describing the observations that led to your ideas

+ Explore the ideas that may have led to the other
person’s assumptions

+ Get agreement on the observable data
« Inquire about the person's thinking and reasoning
+ Explore other possible interpretations.

Example: Dispute between “A” and “B."” A owns a house
next to the condo that B lives in. A uses his house and
yard to store various projects and he also rents out
rooms to 4 female college students in his house. B, an
elderly widow, complained about the mess in A’'s yard
as well as the noise coming from the parties and power
tools. B has called the police and code compliance
many times and was referred to mediation. When they
came to mediation, they had separate impressions and
assumptions about events. A viewed B as “a cranky old
woman who needs to get a life” and B viewed A as an
inconsiderate (and potentially dangerous) man.

The mediator was able to provide an objective
description based on each person'’s perspective and
both were able to share their assumptions about the
other. B was able to understand that A valued his
belongings and had a particular order and lifestyle and
A was able to understand B’s concern about selling
her condo in order to move to a quieter place more
consistent with her lifestyle. This allowed them to
recognize and acknowledge each other’s viewpoint.

Eligible customers save money
with Gleanup LIFT

Since the program began on

Jan. 1, 2019, more than 1,000

Solid Waste Division customers have taken advantage
of the Cleanup LIFT discount. This program makes it
more affordable for low-income customers to dispose
of materials at King County’s recycling and garbage
transfer facilities. To receive the discount, customers
just have to show their ProviderOne, EBT or ORCA LIFT
card when entering a facility.

Eligible customers receive $12 off the cost to dispose
of garbage, refrigerant-type appliances, yard waste
and clean wood. The discount is good for each type of
material, every visit.

The discount is only available to King County residents
who live outside the cities of Seattle and Milton, which
are part of separate solid waste systems. This service is
not available to businesses.
